Well, Curiosity-Seekers, you should know right off that this is a very SEXY album: in fact, there are 
exactly 53 positions you can assume while listening to it. 

It's a semi-honor to be asked by Hudson & Landry to make further comments (*) on them and their 
verbal alchemy because, well, I haven't met nicer guys since I used to pick grapes. (•) Yes, I also 
appeared on the backside of HANGING IN THERE, Hudson & Landry’s first golden album. 

Your wavering attention is now drawn to the highly-combustible contents, particularly: PETER RAB- 
BIT'S FIRST AFFAIR; A DAY IN THE LIFE OF A WINO; THE MANLY ART OF SELF-DECEPTION: OUR 
FRIEND THE HEMORRHOID; HOW THE SWALLOWS GET THEIR KICKS AT CAPISTRANO; THE DAY 
HENRY DAVID THOREAU WENT FOR A TRAMP IN THE WOODS; CELIBACY TAUGHT BY MAIL; FRIAR 
SHUCK'S DRIVE-IN CONFESSIONAL, TOOT-'N-TELL, WITH FAST LANE FOR SEVEN SINS OR LESS; 
I’VE NEVER MET A BIGOT I DIDN'T LIKE; THE DOUBLE NEGATIVE VERSUS THE SINGLE SHOT: and 
I KISSED HER LIPS GOODBYE AND LEFT HER BEHIND FOR YOU. 

Hudson and Landry are not just a comedy team on their KGBS morning doublegig — they have be- 
come a living force, a way of life; and in one year their churning talents have catapulted them from 
DJing and humble appearances on the WHIPLASH telethon to stardom on DORE album-and-singles; 
guest-starring on TV (Smothers Special; Flip Wilson; Steve Allen; Virginia Graham) and the bistro 
belt, ranging from Papa Joe's and the Bitter End West in Los Angeles to Mr. Kelly’s in Chicago. 

Now a little character data on these superproductive soul-mates whose talents suffuse and pene- 
trate each other, parallel and complete each other remarkably, making Hudson & Landry the enter- 
tainment world's greatest growth industry. In just one year, their professional character has been 
redefined, not changed, by incredible success; their style has been reshaped, developed, and ex- 
panded; they are growing daily and yet, as they approach their Pinnacle of Prestige, they remain as 
unflappable as a reefed mainsail. 

You must see them in action — (this classic album was recorded on the Foreplay Freeway at 
Pomona National Golf and Country Club) — improvising with the incredible mobility of their quick- 
silver minds. They are marvelous to behold as they stand up there, winging it with unflagging in- 
ventiveness and swaggering gusto, unleashing an avalanche of charm and pulsing panache — these 
men of vast comedic vitality, demonic energy, prodigious preparation, ionospheric IQs, and stupen- 
dous stamina. 

But of course, brilliance without discipline is like a syringe without vaccine; so it’s a pleasure to 
reveal that Hudson & Landrv are in total control as they orchestrate their careers with fanatical 
focus. They've battled for top spot with unyielding ferocity and remorseless innovation. These for- 
midable clowns know precisely how to channel their creative energies; they are men of incisive 
perception and exuberant humor with a sure instinct for the jugular in any comedy sketch. In show 
biz, with its shifting foreground of misplaced time and mistimed space, Hudson & Landry have 
arrived at their predestined spot with the exquisite timing of an atomic clock — midstage in a 
hyper-aware decade; and while battling their way to this pivotal period in their development, 
they've distilled their personal philosophies into a homespun maxim: FAME AND FORTUNE ARE 
BETTER THAN ANONYMITY AND POVERTY 

Of course, in nifty situations like theirs, Hudson & Landry derive what is known as SPINOFF 
BENEFITS: Bob has already completed a definitive article for the AMA Journal — "WHAT I'VE 
ALWAYS WANTED TO KNOW ABOUT MY STOMACH. BUT DIDN'T HAVE THE GUTS TO ASK", and 
Ron has just finished the script for MONDO MALIBU — A VISUAL TREASURY OF HUMAN AB- 
NORMALITIES SEEN AT THE BEACH. 

Hudson & Landry will produce their own science fiction films, including: THE CONQUEROR WORM 
MEETS THE SENSUOUS PRAYING MANTIS, in which Snow White's fantasies about Pinnochio's nose 
are dramatized in a highly mature tableau, plus CURSE OF THE KELP CREATURE (formerly GIDGET 
HALLUCINATES), the story of an ururPuked evangelist married to a Hollywood starlet who doesn't 
smoke, drink, or act. 

We expect nationwide, nay, worldwide, critical acclaim for this album — unstinting praise from all 
hands — but should there by any backsliders, let them be warned by Producer Lew Bedell: "A 
critic Is like a Eunuch — he is aware of oxcltlng things going on around him. but he is unequipped 
by nature to take part."

University, where he obtained the degrees of M.A. and B.D., majoring in Hebrew and in New Testament Greek. 
Post-graduate study and research under a Fellowship granted by Union Theological Seminary in New York City, took 
him to the United States. There he graduated as S.T.M. (Master of Sacred Theology), becoming increasingly inter- 
ested in making the Scriptures more widely known. 

Mr. Leishman has specialized in the history and languages of the Bible for many years, and has lectured extensively 
in the United States, Canada and Great Britain; and also in Africa, Australia and New Zealand. He has long been a 
member of the Society of Biblical Literature and of the American Academy of Religion. 

A regular feature by Mr. Leishman, “Facts about the Bible," appeared for many years in the Christian Science 
Monitor. He has also contributed articles to the Lecture Recorder published in London, as well as various other 
publications. 

Mr. Leishman's books include “Our Ageless Bible: From Early Manuscripts to Modern Versions"; and (with Arthur 
T. Lewis) "The Bible Handbook."

IMMORALITY 

IN THE CHURCH 


Cod first set the natural order of man and woman in the Carden of Eden. He never intended 
for man to mate with animals or with his own kind. Thus, Cod made woman as a proper mate to ex- 
pand the human race. And the first commandment Cod ever gave was for man and woman to be 
fruitful, have children and replenish the earth (Genesis 1:28). 

Then came sin. Adam and Eve disobeyed Cod s command forbidding them to eat from the 
tree of the knowledge of good and evil. They were expelled from the Carden and subjetted to a 
reprobate state where they were, and man remains, vulnerable to any evil one can imagine. 

Among those evils, homosexuality continues to be perhaps the most sinister. It is an assault 
against one’s own genetic make. Even worse, it is an attempt to commit genocide on all humanity, in 
the long run, it becomes an abortion of future generations. For doesn't it stand to reason that if men 
knew only men, and women knew only women, there would be no babies born, no mothers, no 
fathers, no families as Cod intended? 

Homosexuality was one of the chief sins that moved Cod to destroy the earth the first time 
with The Great Flood. Homosexuality was the principal evil that moved Cod to totally obliterate 
Sodom and Gomorrah. So rampant and rabid were the homos of Sodom and Gomorrah that they 
even sought to rape angels of the Lord. It is no mere coincidence homosexuals are consistently 
charged with mass murder. For the act itself dramatizes mass murder. 

How sad and dangerous it is that homosexuality is more widespread today than ever. It is gain- 
ing power in politics and all institutions. This immorality has even infiltrated the church and is assail- 
ing church members and programs and preachers are looking the other way. Some pastors won’t 
even mention the subject. 

Many won't because they are afraid. Homos control their choirsand other prog rams. 8ut some 
pastors won’t attack homosexuality because they themselves are queer. I Corinthians 6:9 informs us 
that "effeminates,’’ another term for homosexuals, will not enter Cod’s kingdom. 

Thank Cod for Rev. Clay Evans and this recording. This just may be the first recorded sermon 
ever dealing with the hush-hush subject of homosexuality. It is through the preaching of Pastor 
Evans and other devout men of Cod that we are assured again that the gates of hell will not prevail 
against Cod’s church. Pastor Evans stands forth boldly as a MAN sent from cod. And this may be the 
most controversial sermon he’s ever preached. He attacks homosexuality squarely and shoots it 
down with Bible bullets. 

'This sermon will make a lot of people mad,’’ said Rev. Evans. "Some may want to boycott me 
after hearing where I stand. But I’m out to help people, not hurt them. I’m preaching cod’s word and 
Cod’s word seeks to save people from destruction. I am also against fornication and adultery 
because they are sins, too, and I must preach against them. 

"But my observations of our society and my counseling so many young people make it clear 
that homosexuality is a serious problem. And many people are being drawn into it because they are 
ignorant of what the Bible says about it. And they are ignorant partly because we preachers aren’t 
stepping forward to set the record clear."

Well, Curiosity-Seekers, you should know right off that this is a very SEXY album; in fact, there are 
exactly 53 positions you can assume while listening to it. 

It's a semi-honor to be asked by Hudson & Landry to make further comments (•) on them and their 
verbal alchemy because, well, I haven't met nicer guys since I used to pick grapes. (*) Yes, I also 
appeared on the backside of HANGING IN THERE, Hudson & Landry's first golden album. 

Your wavering attention is now drawn to the highly-combustible contents, particularly: PETER RAB- 
BIT’S FIRST AFFAIR: A DAY IN THE LIFE OF A WINO; THE MANLY ART OF SELF-DECEPTION; OUR 
FRIEND THE HEMORRHOID; HOW THE SWALLOWS GET THEIR KICKS AT CAPISTRANO: THE DAY 
HENRY DAVID THOREAU WENT FOR A TRAMP IN THE WOODS; CELIBACY TAUGHT BY MAIL; FRIAR 
SHUCK’S DRIVE-IN CONFESSIONAL, TOOT-'N-TELL, WITH FAST LANE FOR SEVEN SINS OR LESS; 
I'VE NEVER MET A BIGOT I DIDN'T LIKE; THE DOUBLE NEGATIVE VERSUS THE SINGLE SHOT; and 
I KISSED HER LIPS GOODBYE AND LEFT HER BEHIND FOR YOU. 

Hudson and Landry are not just a comedy team on their KGBS morning doublegig — they have be- 
come a living force, a way of life; and in one year their churning talents have catapulted them from 
DJing and humble appearances on the WHIPLASH telethon to stardom on DORE album-and-singles; 
guest-starring on TV (Smothers Special; Flip Wilson; Steve Allen; Virginia Graham) and the bistro 
belt, ranging from Papa Joe’s and the Bitter End West in Los Angeles to Mr. Kelly’s in Chicago. 

Now a little character data on these superproductive soul-mates whose talents suffuse and pene- 
trate each other, parallel and complete each other remarkably, making Hudson & Landry the enter- 
tainment world’s greatest growth industry. In just one year, their professional character has been 
redefined, not changed, by incredible success; their style has been reshaped, developed, and ex- 
panded; they are growing daily and yet, as they approach their Pinnacle of Prestige, they remain as 
unflappable as a reefed mainsail. 

You must see them in action — (this classic album was recorded on the Foreplay Freeway at 
Pomona National Golf and Country Club) — improvising with the incredible mobility of their quick- 
silver minds. They are marvelous to behold as they stand up there, winging it with unflagging in- 
ventiveness and swaggering gusto, unleashing an avalanche of charm and pulsing panache — these 
men of vast comedic vitality, demonic energy, prodigious preparation, ionospheric IQs, and stupen- 
dous stamina. 

But of course, brilliance without discipline is like a syringe without vaccine; so it’s a pleasure to 
reveal that Hudson & Landrv are in total control as they orchestrate their careers with fanatical 
focus. They've battled for top spot with unyielding ferocity and remorseless innovation. These for- 
midable clowns know precisely how to channel their creative energies: they are men of incisive 
perception and exuberant humor with a sure instinct for the jugular in any comedy sketch. In show- 
biz, with its shifting foreground of misplaced time and mistimed space, Hudson & Landry have 
arrived at their predestined spot with the exquisite timing of an atomic clock — midstage in a 
hyper-aware decade; and while battling their way to this pivotal period in their development, 
they've distilled their personal philosophies into a homespun maxim: FAME AND FORTUNE ARE 
BETTER THAN ANONYMITY AND POVERTY. 

Of course, in nifty situations like theirs, Hudson & Landry derive what is known as SPINOFF 
BENEFITS: Bob has already completed a definitive article for the AMA Journal — “WHAT I'VE 
ALWAYS WANTED TO KNOW ABOUT MY STOMACH, BUT DIDN'T HAVE THE GUTS TO ASK", and 
Ron has just finished the script for MONDO MALIBU — A VISUAL TREASURY OF HUMAN AB- 
NORMALITIES SEEN AT THE BEACH. 

Hudson & Landry will produce their own science fiction films, including: THE CONQUEROR WORM 
MEETS THE SENSUOUS PRAYING MANTIS, in which Snow White's fantasies about Pinnochio's nose 
arq dramatized in a highly mature tableau; plus CURSE OF THE KELP CREATURE (formerly GIDGET 
HALLUCINATES), the story of an unfrocked evangelist married to a Hollywood starlet who doesn't 
smoke, drink, or act. 

We expect nationwide, nay, worldwide, critical acclaim for this album — unstinting praise from all 
hands — but should there by any backsliders, let them be warned by Producer Lew Bedell: "A 
critic is like a Eunuch — he is aware of oxciting things going on around him, but he is unequipped 
by nature to take part.”

On the Celebrity Talent Scouts CBS-TV Show, Jackie was 
the first new comedian ever brought back for a second appear- 


ance. He’s been in concert at the nation’s major colleges; on 
ABC-TV’s Hootenanny; on stage at Mr. Kelly’s, (Chicago) ; the 
Blue Angel, (New York); the Crescendo, (Los Angeles); the 
Holiday House, (Milwaukee). He’s at the real beginning of a 
great comic career. 

It’s really the beginning of his career, but Jackie has been 
around a while learning his trade.

Post-graduate study and research under a Fellowship granted by Union Theological Seminary in New York City, took 
him to the United States. There he graduated as S.T.M. (Master of Sacred Theology), becoming increasingly inter- 
ested in making the Scriptures more widely known. 

Mr. Leishman has specialized in the history and languages of the Bible for many years, and has lectured extensively 
in the United States, Canada and Great Britain; and also in Africa, Australia and New Zealand. He has long been a 
member of the Society of Biblical Literature and of the American Academy of Religion. 

A regular feature by Mr. Leishman, “Facts about the Bible," appeared for many years in the Christian Science 
Monitor. He has also contributed articles to the Lecture Recorder published in London, as well as various other 
publications. 

Mr. Leishman’s books include “Our Ageless Bible: From Early Manuscripts to Modern Versions”; and (with Arthur 
T. Lewis) “The Bible Handbook.”

IMMORALITY 

IN THE CHURCH 


Cod first set the natural order of man and woman in the Carden of Eden. He never intended 
for man to mate with animals or with his own kind. Thus, Cod made woman as a proper mate to ex- 
pand the human race. And the first commandment Cod ever gave was for man and woman to be 
fruitful, have children and replenish the earth (Genesis 1:28). 

Then came sin. Adam and Eve disobeyed cod s command forbidding them to eat from the 
tree of the knowledge of good and evil. They were expelled from the Garden and subjected to a 
reprobate state where they were, and man remains, vulnerable to any evil one can imagine. 

Among those evils, homosexuality continues to be perhaps the most sinister, it is an assault 
against one's own genetic make. Even worse, it is an attempt to commit genocide on ail humanity, in 
the long run, it becomes an abortion of future generations. For doesn't it stand to reason that if men 
knew only men, and women knew only women, there would be no babies born, no mothers, no 
fathers, no families as cod intended? 

Homosexuality was one of the chief sins that moved Cod to destroy the earth the first time 
with The Great Flood. Homosexuality was the principal evil that moved Cod to totally obliterate 
Sodom and Gomorrah. So rampant and rabid were the homos of Sodom and Gomorrah that they 
even sought to rape angels of the Lord, it is no mere coincidence homosexuals are consistently 
charged with mass murder. For the act itself dramatizes mass murder. 

How sad and dangerous it is that homosexuality is more widespread today than ever, it is gain- 
ing power in politics and all institutions. This immorality has even infiltrated the church and is assail- 
ing church members and programs and preachers are looking the other way. Some pastors won't 
even mention the subject. 

Many won't because they are afraid. Homos control their choirs and other programs. But some 
pastors won t attack homosexuality because they themselves are queer. I Corinthians 6:9 informs us 
that "effeminates," another term for homosexuals, will not enter Cod's kingdom. 

Thank God for Rev. Clay Evans and this recording. This just may be the first recorded sermon 
ever dealing with the hush-hush subject of homosexuality, it is through the preaching of Pastor 
Evans and other devout men of cod that we are assured again that the gates of hell will not prevail 
against Cod's church. Pastor Evans stands forth boldly as a MAN sent from Cod. And this may be the 
most controversial sermon he's ever preached. He attacks homosexuality squarely and shoots it 
down with Bible bullets. 

"This sermon will make a lot of people mad," said Rev. Evans. "Some may want to boycott me 
after hearing where I stand. But I'm out to help people, not hurt them. I'm preaching Cod s word and 
Cod's word seeks to save people from destruction. I am also against fornication and adultery 
because they are sins, too, and I must preach against them. 

"But my observations of our society and my counseling so many young people make it clear 
that homosexuality is a serious problem. And many people are being drawn into it because they are 
ignorant of what the Bible says about it. And they are ignorant partly because we preachers aren't 
stepping forward to set the record clear."
